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CLAIMS 



What is claimed is: 
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1. A lighting assimibly for a running board of a vehicle, comprising: 

at least one ligm^tubey^xtending along at least a portion of the running 

board; and 

at least one light /source ^r emitting light into said at least one light 
tube, whereby said at least one light tube dh^cts said light directly and uniformly 
over a stepping surface of the running board. 

2. The lighting assembly according to Claim 1 further comprising: 

an outer portion disposed in said at least one light tube for minimizing 
glare and directing said light away from the eyes of a user. 



15 3. The lighting assembly according to Claim 2 wherein said outer portion 

is translucent. 

4. The lighting assembly according to Claim 2 wherein said outer portion 
is transparent. 
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5. The lighting assemWy according to Claim 1 wherein an end of said at least 
one light tube is bent downwarq^wjm respect to the vehicle for directing said light 
directly and uniformly over a ground surface below the vehicle.

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13. A running bo&rd lighting assembly for a vehicle, comprising: 
a running boarcK

at least one light source for ehntting light into said at least one light 
tube, whereby said at least one light tube directsN^aid light directly and uniformly 
over a stepping surface of said running board.

a running board having at least one cavity; 



at least one light tube extending along at least a portion of said running

an outer portion disposed in said at least one light tube; and 
at least one light source for emitting light into said at least one light 
tube, said at least one light source being disposed in said at least one cavity of said 
running board, whereby said at least one light tube directs said light directly and 
uniformly over a stepping surface of said running board and a ground surface below 
said running board.
